Benjamin Stillmgilect known thatby his 
fatal fondness for blue stockings he 
was founding a term of reproach for 
inoffensive students in ages to come, 
and that accomplished 
women — the 


very race whose society he so much 
appreciated — would be the objects of 
the niok-name, he would undoubtedly 
have stilled his cravings after that ill- 
fated color, arid worn hose of pink, 
green or yellow; he would have en- 
cased hia nether limbs in parti-colored 
garments; nay, his generous nature 
would no doubt have cheerfully con- 
sented to go without any hose at all, 
rather than work the fell deed of which 
ho was unconsciously guilty. — Ameri-

Brick Paving. 


EDITORS BBPCBLIO AH :— I want to call the 


attention of all those interested in the new 
scheme of paving our streets with brick, to 
the consideration of the merits of a brick made 
at Vlrden, this state. I ought to say in the 
outset that I have no other interest In the 
brick than a dedre to get the best attainable, 
elnce there seems to bo a disposition to have 
the brick, at all events. The Virdon brick 18 
made of shalr clay drawn from a coal pit. It 
(akeia dark brown color in burning, is very 
hard, very heavy, and Is much larger in all its 
dimensions than the brick used In paving the 
old square last fall. They have been used in 
paving in Jacksonville, and inquiry mad© 
there will determine their cost and durability. 
I am satisfied from repeated examination of 
the brick that It is Sn all respects as much eu 
penor to the brick used here last fall as they 
are to the ordinary building brick that are 
mado along the bluffs of th - Sang-amon. I do 
not think the cost of transportation from 
V'lrdon to Decatur added to their tt si cost wl 1 
exceed the price paid for tho brick fmrn 
Bloomington. Were two blocks to hi- pavocl, 
the one with Bloomington, the otuer with 
Vlrden brick, and subjected to the same 
wear, I am convinced that the durability of 
the latter would make them economical even 
though the first oogt waa as 2 to 1.

topic, because the reporters want to go 
home before 1 a. m. The council may 
decide to go ahead and pave a highway 
to the depot, but the tug of war will come 
when they select the street to be improved. 
Various icntes are suggested—one from 
North Main on William, east to Morgan, 
thence north to the Wabash railway; but 
the route which eeems to be most in favor 
is that on Oerro Qordo street from North 
Main or Water street, east past the facto- 
ries to the depot. It is a level street, and 
it rurs paat no fine residences, so the 
teams would be no nuisance.
